(l) Project AE 8 U& covers the following Activities directed against 
the Latvlsn 8881 radio broadcasts, galling operations, controlled 
correspon dence operations , QA mis sions for mounted end "piggy- 
back" K 2 & 8 XXH operations, FEDSKER atm tact operations in the West, 
development of operations through emigre organisations , pub lication 
or acquisition of propaganda literature for use la WOTCOf and 
mailing operations, exploitation of ether media such as dmsonatva- 
time which have CA potential, and conduct of special operations 
and campaigns as required. In operations conducted through these 
madia the following objectives are being pursued *

It is expected that Latvian lang ua ge broadcasts from Radio Rome 
will bo inaugurated during the current fiscal year.

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d. Analysis of eff eotivness . 

(1) Significant operational events i 

(a) Radio broadcasts vere continued fro® Radio Madrid 
with a 15 minute original broadcast and a 15 minute 
repeat per day* In Pees ntoer 1959 an appeal vas 
broadcast requesting those individuals in the Latvian 
SSR who listened to the broadcasts to inform the 
station by writing a letter to one of too addresses 
In the Vtst. Ten replies were received in response 

to this request. All of the replies commented favorably 
on the broadcasts. 

(b) The Twentieth Anniversary of the takeover of Latvia 
by the Soviets was oq aomemora ted in the free World* 

The aesnsmoretion included parade demonstrations 
arranged in conjunction with the other two Soviet 
occupied Baltic countries, articles in the press and 
radio pragmas depicting present conditions in Latvia 
under Soviet rule as compared to the period of inde- 
pendence, and song and dance festivals featuring 
Latvian folk songs end music of the independent period. 

(e) Tire Latvian WBHflBB agents were briefed os GA matter# 
by the Baltls GA desk* 

(d) GA questionnaires rate prepared in the Latvian, Sagllsh 
and Semen languages and seat to them field stations 
in whose areea of jurisdiction Latvian emigres have 
' congregated and where Soviet Latvians might be expected 
to visit. The questionnaires era intended for use in 
debriefing Soviet Latvian travelers and repatriates and 
briefing travelers from the West to the Latvian SSR.

(1) It le anticipated that there will be an increase in travel 
to and from Latvia In the cooing year over last year based 
on the following informations 

(a) In addition to Mgs, Bigs Beach (which. Includes the 
towns of Blga JUnaala, Sloha and Remari) is now open 
to foreigners for travel. 

(b) eonstrmtion of tourist facilities in Latvia continues. 

(c) The number of Soviet Intvlans traveling to the West has 
increased over last year. 

Because of these facts which promise an increase in K&B3JCZB 
operations, the &$/& Baltic Section is conti nuing to place 
major emphasis on the GA aspects of fBSBKSPff operations . 

(2) KE&3KXH operations . 

These operations are being handled in close cooperation 
with the FI personnel of the Latvian dealt, flans are continuing 
for mounting operations from both the United States and Western 
Europe and, in addition, the operational potential of Balts 
living in other parts of the world is being investigated. 
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Radio opera tloas. 


HO action was taken this past year to terminate AEFIAO/l 
as bad been planned. She reason for this was that the only 
other employee of the Latvian Radio Section in Madrid was ill 
a considerable part of the year and we therefore could not 
dispense with AESlAfl/l's services. However, it Is planned 
that in Wt 1961 ASBUO/ 1 will be replaced with in individual 
recruited in Europe. Guidance for the radio programs was 
furnished the Latvian section in Madrid this past year and 
some improvement in the broadcasts has been noted. AES1AO/4, 
who visited in Europe this summer, stated upon his rttura 
that in conversations with Italian radio officials he was 
advised that Latvian radio broadcasts from Radio Rome would 
readily be authorised as semi as expanding radio facilities 
makes this possltis. 

Emigre organisation activities. 

Contact was effected through A® ¥MQ/k with the World 
Latvian Organisation and the American Latvian Organisation 
Sad with the Latvian Veterans Organisation, wmmB VMWUJI, 
thr ough the chief of the organisation, for operations including 
MD3XXS spotting .sad contact operations, support of radio 
broadcasts/ demons twtioa# sad political action. Although 
no action was taken tills past year/ it is still planned to 
contact selected leaders in the American Latvian touth Organ- 
isation for similar purposes. 

Controlled correspondence operations. 

Plans to develop controlled corres p ond ence did not 
materialise this past year; however, it is still planned to 
develop controlled correspondence operations utilising Latvian 
youth/ students and Intellectuals to achieve eventual ISD9SLH 
operations sod to get HA material into Latvia as well as to 
obtain biographic, postal and other inf ©rant Ion. 

Mailing operations. 

(a) Maas mailing operations have been discontinued and only 
special mailings will be carried out targeted at specific 
groups or individuals. 

(b) Special campaigns such as the letters to West German 
newspapers concerning Khrushchev’s statement on a non- 
aggression pact will be continued when feasible. 

(c) The use of Soviet Latvian® to distribute Russian language 
propaganda material is still being investigated. 
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(d) An operation Involving printing in the West and 
periodic mailing from inside Latvia of a pamphlet 
ostensibly coming from a liberal intellectual group 
or a strongly nationalistic group is still under 
study* 

(7) Smuggled literature. 

A program for the collection of manuscripts written by 
Soviet Latvian writers hod smuggled out of the Latvian SSR 
is being conducted. These manuscripts are Intended for 
publication In the West and for distribution both In the vest 
sad possibly Inside Latvia. One manuscript was obtained 
during the past year but, because It reflected toe conservative 
an outlook.. It has not been published.

A continuation of the Twentieth Anniversary of the Soviet 
Takeover of Latvia campaign will be carried on throughout 
c alendar year i960. Ssw ca mpa ig n s will be Initiated aa issues 
arise* (See cover memorandum.)
